“ In the c a se of the U.S.S R 
you’ve got a cu stom er that’s in 
one year very heavily and not 
In (the m arket) the n ext,” he 
told

R u ssia ’s problem 
right 
now is to get to be a regular 
buyer in the world m arkets." 
Butz 
said 
if 
he 
were

POLICE BRUTALITY 
We don’t know all the circumstances 
surrounding the shooting of one teenager 
and 
the 
beating 
of 
another 
by 
Indianapolis 
police. 
The 
police 
themselves may not know them all. 
The very best interpretation that can 
be put on their behavior is that they 
used excessive force. The worst, of 
course, is that they murdered one boy 
and brutalized another. 
Of course, police should be able to 
arrest people without killing them. That 
was the thought behind the Marion 
County 
prosecutor’s bizarre proposal 
that they use tranquilizer guns instead of 
bullet guns. It has been suggested that 
police should be able to spray some kind 
of slippery stuff over escaping felons so 
that they can’t stand up; and it doesn’t 
hurt to brainstorm about this kind of 
thing. However, we shouldn’t take leave 
of our senses. 
Police 
are often unreasonable and 
often corrupt. It could be said that what 
they have to put up with, both from the 
public and the courts, is enough to drive 
them insane; but this is no justification 
for crime by law officers. 
However, in all our consideration of 
police brutality and our clucking our 
tongues about it, we’ve got to remember 
something: The police are out there on a 
firing line. There’s a war going on; and 
sometimes wars aren’t nice. It’s easy 
enough, sitting at your breakfast table, 
or in your easy chair, or if you are in a 
place of authority, in your office or on 
your bench, to criticize a guy in a blue 
suit for shooting someone down in the 
dark of night. But in the dark of night, 
it’s hard to tell whether a fellow running 
from you or turning on you is five feet 
tall or six feet tall, white, black, green, 
yellow, or purple. It’s hard to tell what 
he has on his mind or in his hand. If he’s 
up to mischief, you’re very likely to 
assume that he is ready to do more 
mischief; and police have feelings like 
everyone else. They don’t want to be 
shot, injured, abused, or kidnaped. 
We’ll warrant that a lot of the people 
who complain about the police, were 
they sent out in the dark of night with a 
gun in their hand, would start shooting a 
lot quicker than a lot of the police they 
condemn.

School lunchrooms will board 
the 
Bicentennial 
bandwagon, 
starting in September this year. 
But in most cases, economics 
and 
nutritional 
requirements 
established by the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture rule out 
authentic early American reci­ 
pes, says Donna Roberts. Ms. 
Roberts edits the association 
magazine, "School Foodservice 
Journal.” 
In a telephone interview from 
Denver, she said regional tastes 
and child appeal also figured in 
meal planning Fifteen special 
Bicentennial menus were pre­ 
pared for the Child Nutrition 
Project, a joint effort of the 
USDA and the American School 
Food Service Association. 
Ms Roberts said recipes are 
being developed in cooperation 
the 
food 
industry. 
Like 
the 
menus, all recipes must be 
cleared by the USDA to meet 
Type 
A 
nutritional 
require­ 
ments. Two universal menus 
were created for the 1975 and 
1976 
National 
School 
Lunch 
Weeks. 
The project also will 
use 
special lesson plans for elemen­ 
tary 
grades 
through 
high 
school, to trace United States 
history 
from 
colonial 
times 
through the present and into 
the future. 
A SFSA ’s nutritional education 
specialist, Mary Lou De Zeeuw, 
used old recipe books as guides 
in developing the menus, said 
Ms. Roberts. 
Many early recipes were far 
too starchy to meet current 
nutrition standards, she added. 
"Requirements for Type A 
meals are pretty stringent,” 
she said, adding that they call 
for more vegetables and fruit 
and less starchy fare than our 
forefathers ate in the years 
before 
central 
heating 
and 
automobiles altered our exer­ 
cise patterns. 
"W e also had to keep costs in 
mind," she said. Pork and pork 


products were very 
popular 
years ago, but ham usually is 
too expensive for the average 
school lunchroom 
The first menu is suggested 
for 
use 
in 
September. 
It 
commemorates the Boston Tea 
Party, and it calls for colony 
brigantine 
fish, 
gangplank 
potatoes, overboard salad, Bos­ 
ton baked bread, peach tea 
party 
cake 
and 
milk 
Ms 
Roberts said recipe names are 
intentionally vague, to permit 
adaptation of each menu to 
regional and local tastes and 
budgets, while conforming with 
USDA requirements. 
The first menu actually will 
consist of any battered and 
cooked 
fish 
portions, 
french 
fries, a tossed green salad, 
bread and peach upside down 
cake. The menu suggests brown 
bread as authentic, but 
Ms. 
Roberts 
noted 
that 
pupils 
outside of New England might 
prefer another type. 
She said that peach cake 
couldn’t have been made in 
colonial times because the fruit 
is not indigenous to America 
Trees 
were 
brought 
in

earliest 
arrivals found only apples and 
some wild berries, Ms Roberts 
added 
The second menu, an 
All 
American 
Lunch, 
calls 
for 
cheeseburgers on buns, crispy 
potatoes, fiesta slaw, chilled 
peaches and milk For Novem

year, 
turkey 
and 
fixings, naturally: 
cranberry 
bog salad, Massasoit dressing, 
gravy, mashed potatoes with 
butter,

dessert, as yet unidentified 


Historic events to be com­

“ I had no intention of going
